Babbago's cilealating machine would 


require a whole volume to do its mar- 
velous history anything like justice. In 
the year 1819 Babbase really commenced 
operations by taking a cumber cf wheels 
to a wheel cutter at Lambeth to hare 
tho teeth cut ia them. Toward tho end 
ef July, 1823, the inventor commenced 
upon tho difference engine, and he 
waited en it for four years regularly, 
with tho result that, in October, 1627, 
he had rpent £3,475. Tho very Erst dif- 
ference tcgine made, however, was put 
together between the year 1620 and 
June, 1822. It consisted cf from tix to 
eight figures. A larger and tucro per- 
fect machine was afterward commenced 
in 1623 for tho government Tha latter

It was also intended to print 
tho tables it computed. ^a t527 ^s-b' 
bago's wife died, and ho was tdvired to 
travel en tho continent, being in a low 
state cf health. Ho left the drawings, 
however, ia order that tho vrcrfc Ensht j 
be carried ca in his absence, anil ho also 
gave his backer instructions to advance 
£1,000 v?bile be wra a-vray. In tho be- 
ginning of 1SS9 the government direct- 
ed tho IJcyal society to inquire into tbo 
machine, and tha administration also 
directed that a Crcp-rocf buil-jins thouid 
be constructed in East street, ilacchea- 
tcr square1, cla=o tr> Bathsse's house, 1 
Dorset street, ia which it was intended 
to place tho machines when finished. 
Ono day early in 1632, finding bo conJd 
no longer miko payments ia advance, 
Babbago informed tho engineer in 
chargo cf the wcrfca that in future ho 
would not pay him cntil money was 
received frcea tho treasury. Thereupon 
tho mechanician struck work and dis- 
missed his men. One of these, inroceift 
of 2 guineas a week, was afteiward tho 
famous engineer. Sir J. \Vhitwotth. 


Babbage'* troubles had just com- 


menced. His best draftsman came to 
him ono day and said he had just re- 
ceived a tempting offer from tho French 
government, whereupon his tortnied 
employer had to give him a substantial 
increase cf salary in crder to retain his 
services. After tho strike cf tho invent- 
or's mrn years cf delay and anxiety 
followed. Cabbage applying repeatedly 
to tho government for its decision upon 
tho subject, but in vain. Notwithstand- 
ing that the differtnco engine was sus- 
pended, this indomitable man still con- 
tinued bis inquiries, and, having dis- 
covered principles cf far wider extent. 
be ultimately embodied them in the 
analytical engine. Both machines can 
bo erca oa application at the South 
Kensington museum. Fe>r upward cf ZO 
years Babbago maintained, in bis own 
house and virtually at his own expense, 
an elaborate establishment for carrying 
out his view*. He died at bis London 
hoosocnOct. 18, 1871, and Sir Robert 
Peel admitted to tho bouse of commons, 
in llarch, 18-JS, that, although £17,000 
bad been rpent by tho government en 
tho machine, Babbago himself bad never 
received a shilling.

When an animal is killed and skin- 


red, says Sir Samuel Baker, before 
the operation is completed the first bird 
to appear Is tho wily and omnipresent 
crow. Tho next is tho ordinary buzzard. 
Both theso birds aro near tho surface of 
the earth, seeking their food with un- 
tiring energy. But although they may 
have keen power cf scent, even they, In 
my opinion, aro mainly guided by their 
acutcncss of vision, as they aro always 
en tho alert, hunting in cvtry direction, 
and, in fact, keeping a sharp lookout. 
Tbe third arrival is the small, red 
necked vulture. Th is bird descends froni 
a great height It is cow meet interest- 
ing to watch tho concentration from all 
quarters cf the compass. Thii is easily 
arranged by lying beneath a buih and 
shading tbo eje-s whilo yon gaze into 
tho derp blue sky. It will appear to bo 
all alive with tho smallest dies, all 
moving, all hurrying and descending. 
Theso bcccaao rapidly larger, and you 
tro aware they aro vultures, collecting 
from such enormous altitudes that were 
a mountain top cipose-d it would be 
capped with everlasting snow. 'While 
yen aro straining your eyes to petr into 
theso blue vaults yen are startle-d by a 
tremendous rush liko tho roar of a 
rocket. This is tho descent, with closed 
wingj, cf some of tho large, bare necked 
vultures, whohavoplunged likeaplum- 
me-t for seme thousand fett to ihare in 
tha feast below. All theso birds flying 
at high altitudes liavo been soaring up- 
on endless wing», never fatigued by 
motioa. as they ccldcra flip, tut only to 
adjust themselves to tho currents of air 
upon which they Coat, and having, with 
their extraordinary powers of sight, ob- 
served tho hurry cf smaller birds to 
scmo attractive point, they hayo at rmce 
directed their courso to fclfill the Bibli- 
cal expression, "Where the carcass i«, 
therA shall the caglca (vultures) be gath- 
ered together."
